SUNNYBROOK SEEDLINGS. 


CARIVIBNCITA — S. soft rosy lilac, shaded to old gold at edges, F. 
velvety crimson, edged lighter. Very warm, rich coloring, 
large flower, tall and vigorous grower. 


CAVAMER — S. fine clear blue, dome shaped, F. deep velvety blue 
purple, white at throat with blue veins. Of the coloring of 
Perfection, but a much larger flower of Pallida type, very 
strong ^nd upstanding. 

^RANDEE — S/fleep orange, shot with red, P. rich red. Very 
large flowers with strong stems, vigorous grower. 

'fADIER-^S. soft mauve with a pinkish caste, dome shaped, 
very broad and wavy. P. deeper in tone, creamy at throat, 
veined maroon, with a blotch of darker color at throat 
which gives a most distinctive appearance to the flower. 
Very tall.

'ight clear blue, pointed dome shapes, P. veined 
with darker blue, shading to lighter at edges, very tall, with 
large flowers of great substance and noble appearance. 


MAY ROSE^ — S. and P. soft bright rose pink, flower of good size 
and substance. 

IMEEISANDE — Both S. and F. are long and slender, the former 
soft pink, the P. deeper in tone and veined darker, a lovely 
iris of great character. 

MOONSTONE — S. and P. pale soft and lunminous blue with an al- 
most translucent appearance. While not large, this is a very 
lovely iris and most floriferous. 


OPAL — S. very large, wavy and overlapping, lavender, softly shad- 
ed mauve, P. lavender, overlaid with rose, blue shading at 
each side of throat and running down middle line of P. The 
whole flower is enormous in size, beautifully wavy in effect, 
gracefully branched, and with an indescribably opalescent 
appearance.

RED CROSS — S. pinkish lavender, sometimes flecked and splash- 
ed with the red of the falls, F. red, A freakish iris which 
most frequently has flve bearded falls with one standard, 
while on the same stalk will appear a perfectly normal 
bloom. 

TAFFETA — S. when first opened are a very unusual tone of brown 
shaded with blue and gold, later they are soft fawn color, 
F. fawn shot with blue, giving the whole flower an appear- 
ance of changeable blue and gold which is very charming 
and unusual. Flowers are large, borne on tall stems and the 
plant is vigorous and carries many flowering stalks. 

TOREADOR — S. brilliant orange, shot with bronze F. rich, glowing 
red. The strong Spanish coloring of this iris and its very 
large sturdy flowers, combined with the vigorous growth of 
the plant make it a most valuable border iris. 

PINK PEARE — S. and F. a most delicious shade of soft pink, 
delicately luminous. Not a very tall grower, but a most 
valuable and unusual color. 

SIBIRICA SEEDLINGS. 

MADAME BUTTERFLY — This is the true Siberian type, very tall 
and graceful, the flowers lightly carried on long branching 
stalks, about two and a half inches across and of a lovely 
clear porcelain blue, without a trace of purple, nearly flve 
feet tall. 

SUNNYBROOK — This is a cross between the two Sibirica Orient- 
alis irises. Blue King and Snow Queen, with the taller 
growth, larger flowers and spreading falls of the latter, but 
the flowers are of the exquisite shade of greyish blue known 
as Alice blue, a most rare color In the garden. The plant 
is very vigorous and increases rapidly and carries many 
flower stalks.

ANNA FARR — S. white, lightly bordered pale blue, F. pure white 
with blue markings at base. Immense flower with delicious 
scent.

S. and P. pure white with no mark- 
ings, large flower of fine substance. .50 

'■AJLCAZ^AR — S. Light violet, P. deep purple with bronze veinings 
at throat, a magniflcant variety of giant size and great 
substance.

" ARCHEVEQUE — S. deep purple violet, P. velvety red purple, very

M. Denis. S. are pale flesh color, F. rich red purple. Stock 
scarce.

DOROTHEE — Intermediate. S. pearl grey, P. light blue, flecked 

darker, a very large iris for its type, .50

' EIK)UARD- MICHELr= — S. and P. rich wine red, large flower, beauti- 
fully waved petals. Stock scarce. 2.00 

EEDORARO^— Very distinct and rich, large flowers on well branch- 
ed stems. S. yellowish bronze, shaded heliotrope, P. violet 
purple, touched down the sides with yellow, yellow at throat, 
giving the flower a most unusual golden effect. 1.00 

ERIOH — S. light violet, flushed with rose, F. bright purple, 

fragrant. .75

GAGUS^S., light yellow, P. crimson with yellow reticulations and

JEAJflVE. d’ARC — S. very large and ruffled, somewhat spreading, 
white, delicately pencilled lilac, p. white, edged lilac at base. 

The standards being somewhat loosely held, flutter in the 
breeze in a truly delightful manner. Stock scarce. 1.00 

KASHMIR WHITE — A very rare and beautiful iris, four feet tall 
" with large pure white flowers of lovely form. Stock scarce. 3.50 

LA NEIGE — An exquisite iris which looks as if carved out of ivory 
S. and fallswarm white with no markings whatever, the 
flowers crisp in outline and firmly held, very floriferous. 2.50 

LEWIS TROWBRIDGE — S. bright violet, P. blue violet, shaded 

rose, large. .75 

LOHENGRIN — Very large bold flower, of sturdy habit. S. and F. 

pinkish mauve with white shading at throat. .50

Mt^^EIJAHA’— S. cream white, shaded yellow, F. cream, heavily 
reticulated maroon, a very fine large iris, unusual in color. 

— MEPHRAS — S. light yellow, F. brilliant wine red with a narrow 
border of deep yellow. 

MON SIGNOR — S. rich satiny violet, F. same with deep velvety 
splashes of purple leaving border of lighter color. Very 
large and floriferpus, flowers of beautiful form. 

_^RS^-AX/AN GREY — S. and F. delicate mauve, not so pink as 
Queen of May but purer in tone. A beautiful iris. 

MRS. SHERWIN. WRIG’HiT — S. and F. pure deep yellow without 
markings of any kind. A brilliant color hut* not as fine in 
tone as Aurea. Very valuable color in the garden. 

NAVAJO — S. light bronzy yellow shaded lavender, F. deep maroon, 
heavily veined white and yellow. Large flower. 

Nll^LUNGEN — S. fawn and yellow, F. Violet purple on bronze. 
Very large flowers, strong vigorous grower, 

NOKOMIS — S. pale lavender white, F. dark violet blue, bordered 
white. 

AJRI-FLAMME — Enormous handsome flowers, S. Light blue, P. 
violet purple. 

PAULINE — Rich pansy violet, with deep orange heard, fragrant. 

PARlSrANA — S. white ground dotted and shaded light purple, P. 
white, frilled at edge with lilac,’ large flower. 

PEACOCK — S. olive gold, F. bluish plum with a gold border, 
striking. 

POWHATAN — S. light violet, F. reddish purple. Large flower.

PROSPER LAUGEER — Large flower of the richest coloring. S.

QUAKER LADY — S. lavender with yellow shadings, F. old gold 
with ageratum blue overlaying the lower part of petals. 
Lovely and quaint. .75 

QUEEN ALEXANDRA — S. fawn shaded with violet, P. lilac, 

sturdy growth and good sized flower. .50 


RED CLOUD — S. rosy lanvender bronze. P. velvety maroon 
crimsoii. 

RHEIN-NIXE — S. Pure white, P. violet, edged white. A very flne 


and striking iris of pure color, tall and free flowering. .50 

ROSE iJNIQUE — S. and P. bright violet rose, striking in color and 

very early. .75 

SHREWSBURY — S. rosy bronze, F. violet purple. Conspicuous 

orange beard which makes this flower most noticeable. .75 

TRAXJTLIEB— S. and F. lovely uniform soft rose, very flne. .50 

.TAMERLANE — S. broadly rounded and somewhat waved, lavender 

violet, F. deep violet. Very large flowers. 1.00 

WHITE KNIGHT — S. and F. of pure cool white, very slight re- 
ticulations of maroon at claw. 1.25 


WYOMISSING — Soft creamy rose, F. somewhat darker, shaded 

lighter towards edge. .75

ALBERT VICTOR — S. and P. soft blue, overlaid with lavender, 

very tall with large flowers, fragrant and free blooming. .25 


ATROPURPUREA— S. and P. rich claret purple, almost identical 

with Kochii, but slightly redder. .25 

AUREA — S. and F. pure rich chrome yellow, large flowers. The 
pink tone in the yellow of this flower makes it a far more at- 
tractive in color than Mrs. Sherwin Wright. .25

BLEU PABFLEUK — S. and F. white, heavily bordered and spotted 

dark blue. .35 

BLUE JAY — S. bright clear blue, F. intense dark blue. .50 

BROOKLYN — S. pearl grey with faintest flush of yellow, F. soft 

lavender, large flowers and free blooming. .25 

CORDELIA — S. rosy lilac, F. dark crimson, edged rose. Very 

beautiful. .50 

CYPRIANA (trojana) — S. soft pale blue, P. rish violet purple, 

very large beautiful flowers, late blooming. .35 

DALMARIUS — Cross between Pallida Dalmatica and Darius. S. 

soft grey, F. darker, shaded violet brown. Very distinct. .25 

DARIUS — S. rich canary yellow, F. lilac, shaded into white at 

edge. .25 

DOCTO'R BERNICE — S. yellow shaded bronze, F. velvety crimson 

overlaying a yellow ground. Very rich. .25 

FLAVESCENS — S. and F. delicate shade of soft yellow, tall and 

sweet scented, fine for massing, early. .25 

FLAVESCENS (Baxter!) — A very rare form of the former, not so 
tall. S. deep chrome yellow, lightly flecked lavender, F. prim- 
rose yellow. This is one of the few bearded irises whose 
falls are lighter in color than the standards. Stock very 
limited. 5.00 

FLORENTINA — Blue white, slightly flushed lavender, very large, 
long flowers, fragrant and one of the earliest. The roots of 
this iris is made into the “Florentine Orris” and sold as a 
sachet powder. Anyone who wishes to make their own can 
do so by digging the roots in August, scraping them and 
when thoroughly dry, reducing to powder. .15 

GOLD CREST — S. rich clear canary, F. yellow, reticulated pale 

brown. .25 

HERTMAJESTY — S. lovely rose pink, F. deeper, veined bright 

crimson. A very lovely iris with a great deal of character. .50 

INNOCENZA — S. and F. ivory white slight reticulations of violet 

at throat, a fine white iris of good substance, very floriferous. .25

LEONIDAS — S. clear lavender, F. rosy mauve, tall and handsome. .35 

LORD GREY — S. soft fawn, F. fawn overlaid with rosy tone. Not 

a very large flower but beautiful and unusual in color. .25 

LUTESCENS — S. and F. soft yellow, intermediate between Flaves- 
cens and Aurea, S. and F. long and flowers very gracefully 
held. .75 

MADAM CHEREAU — S. and F. white with a delicate pencilling of 

clear blue at the edges. A tall iris and very floriferous. .15 

MAORI KING — S. rich golden yellow, F. velvety crimson, margin- 
ed gold, not very tall but a most brilliant iris. .35 

IMRS. REUTHE — S. and F. white shaded and veined blue grey, 

very large flower and beautiful soft coloring. .25 

MRS. H. DARWIN — S. and F. white, upper part of falls reticulated 

violet. *25 

MRS. NBUBRONNER — S. and F. deep golden yellow, the deepest 

of any yellow variety. *35 

OSIS — S. lilac, F. violet purple. -25 

OSSIAN — S. clearstraw yellow, F. bluish violet, held horizontally, 

the whole flower having a great deal of character. .35 

OTHELLO^ — S. rich blue, F. dark purple, late. .25

PALLIDA DALMATICA, PRINCESS BEATRICE — The true variety 
is a magnificent iris, with immense fiowers of light blue, the 
falls overlaid with rosy lavender. The foliage is very broad 
and glaucous, and the plant strong growing. .35 

QUEEN OP MAY — S. and P. fine rose lilac, almost a pink iris. Tall .15 

...THORBECK^ — S. bluish white, F. deep velvety purple, a very strik- 
ing and rich contrast. .25 

VICTORINE — S. white decked and mottled blue, P. deep purple .25 

BEARDLESS IRISES OF VARIOUS SPECIES. 

IRIS SIBIRICA — Very tall species with long narrow foliage, small 

purplish blue fiowers gracefully held. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, ALBA GRANDIPLOBA — Flowers white with 

brown reticulations at throat. .25 

IRIS SIBBICA, ACUTA — dwarf form, fiowers blue, reticulated 

white. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, GRANDIS — Violet, freely veined white, very tall. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, GEORGE WALLACE — Very fine blue. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, ORIENTALIS — Blue King, a larger fiowered 

variety found by Mr. Barr in Japan, deep purplish blue. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, ORIENTALIS — Snow Queen, also found by Mr. 

Barr in Japan, similar to the former, but pure glistening 
white with yellow throat, taller with larger fiowers and more 
spreading falls than Blue King. .25 

IRIS SIBIRICA, PERRY’S BLUE^ — A large flower of clear sky blue 

with horizontal falls. 2.00 

IRIS SPURLl ALBA — S. and P. pure, glistening white, the flowers 
have long very narrow petals, very different in type from the 
Germanicas. .35 

IRIS SPURIA, MRS. A. W. TAIT — (syn. Longipetala Superba) 

Soft porcelain blue, with very long, pale blue falls, having a 
golden blotch at the base, free bloomer and very hardy. .35

ORCHRELfEUCA — Ivory white flowers with a deep golden blotch 
on the falls, petals long narrow, very hardy, grows 4 feet.

SHEEFORD GEINT — One of Sir Michael Poster’s hybrids, a cross 
between Ochreleuoa and Aurea, (species.) The S. are ivory 
white with yellow down the centre, F. deep golden yellow, 
the whole flower which measures 6 Y 2 inches across is finely 
crimped on the edges and the plant is extremely vigorous, 
growing over 5 feet tall in heavy soil, a wonderfully beauti- 
ful and distinct iris, blooms the middle of June. Very scarce. 

TECTORUM — ^The flower is more the shape of the Germanica 
types, but the S. have a jagged crest white with brown mark- 
ings, the flower itself is blue purple and has splashes of a 
darker shade. A very lovely iris. 

TECTORUM, AUBA — A most exquisite iris, like the type except 
that it is pure white and the crest is marked with gold. With 
the slight protection given by a hedge or strong growing 
plants, this iris is perfectly hardy and a rarely lovely flower. 
Both Tectorum and Alba seed freely and come perfectly true 
to type. 

GRACILIPES — -Another iris of the crested family, a small and deli- 
cately beautiful thing. It likes a somewhat cool situation 
where the tiny rhizomes will not be parched with drought. 
When established will produce numerous pinkish lilac 
flowers on a branching stem from 9 inches to a foot in 
height, the grassy foliage about the same height. The flowers 
are flat in shape like a single Japanese iris and have a tiny 
crest of white. 

CRISTATA — Also of the Evansia or crested family, is a native of 
our country and is a small creeping species growing only 
about 3 inches in height, increases rapidly in a well drained 
soil, and is a rich amethyst blue in color.
